4 great many People in the World know a good 
deal about Chriſt, and talk much about his Death, 
and bis Blood, and make a great Stir about their 
being brought up in the Church, and taught the 
_ deriptures, and all this Time are only puffed up in 
ſpiritual. Pride; becauſe very often they don't know 
that. Jeſus Chriſt is in their Hearts, nor do they 
underſtand what his Prophets and Apoſtles and Mi- 
niſters mean, Such think if they do but read a good 
many Chapters, .and ſay their Prayers, and talk 
avout what they have been reading, that is enough, 
but they are deceiv'd ; for except they have believed 
our dear Sauioun was born for them, and loved 
them, and died to take away their Sins, all their 
Talking is nothing. Some People ſay wwe muſt not know 
Cbriſt till we die, and that no Body receives the 
Holy Ghoſt and the Remiſfion of their Sins till 42 
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die; but this is all of the Devil; and ſuch Men 
are the very Men of whom St. Paul warned Ti. 
mothy, when he ſaid there were ſome whe had the 
Form of Godlineſs, but denied the Power thereof. 
2 Tim. ii. 5. But, my dear little Brethren, you 
will find. the Scriptures teach you, that if you have 
not Chriſt in you, then you are reprobate, and don't 
belong to our Saviour. When a Man believes trug 
in the Lord Jeſus, he receives Chriſt in him, and i; 
juſtified ,, that is, he is cleared from his Sins before 
God, and the Righteouſneſs of Chriſt is imputed 10 
him, and he is at. Peace with God thro' our Lord 
Jeſus Chriſt. Rom. v. 1. The chief Dottrines of 
God TI have ſet doten in the following Book, namely, 
that ibo the Father is God, the Son Jeſus Chriſt 
is God, and the Holy Ghoſt is God, yet there is but 
one God, and no Body can underſtand this but true 
Believers, who are in God, and know bim. Nom 
no Man can be acquainted with God, or come to 
him, but by the Revelation of Jeſus Chriſt, for in 
Chriſt dwelleth all the Fulneſs of the Godhead, and, 
whoſoever don't worſhip Jeſus Chriſt, and honour 
him, and pray to him, do not honour God, neither 
will the Lord be pleaſed with ſuch, for the Father 
looks that all Men ſhould honour our Saviour Jeſus 
Chriſt, even as they honour him. Whoever there- 
fore gets to know Chriſt, he knows God, and no 
other ; and he is right, and will go to Heaven, and 
no other. Again, I have ſhewed you how ve are 
to be ſaved by him alone, and that whoſoever believ- 
eib in him hath the Witneſs of his Spirit in bimſeff. 
1 know you cannot underſtand any of theſe Things 
as 1 told you before, unleſs the Spirit of God (which 
at firſt indited the Scriptures) open your Underſtand- 
ing. This I hope be will do, and that he may do
